v ari­

tio n o r fo r n ew co n stru ctio n . 
Sin ce there are S60 applications 
in

S tates for addi­ 
tio n s fo r p o st o ffice 
buildings or 
for new p o st office buildings, it 
seems to be accepted as a fact that 
co m p etitio n for recognition will be 
v ery keen . 
Cannot Moot Demand 
It was learned by the Santa Ana 
representativ es that

priations made by the last con­ 
gress cannot come any where near 
meeting the demand.

If y ou cu t one of these cocoons 
across y ou find w ithin it loose, 
lu strou s silk and in the center a 
tou g h thin capsu le sm oothly pol­ 
ished on 
the inner 
aide 
within 
which lies the chry salis. 
These 
cocoons 
v ary 
mu ch- in 
size. 
I 
hav e raised 
a 
perfect, 
thou g h 
small, 
m oth 
from 
one 
which w as only an inch and three- 


qu &rter* long . B u t often th e y are 
more than fou r inches long and

inflated.

The fact has been deno nstrated repeatedly , but perhaps 
no where in mo re no table fashio n than in the case o f neg ro es in the 
United States. 
Attentio n is direCed to this situatio n in the recent 
annual repo rt o f the principal o fTuskeg ee No rmal and Industrial 
institute. 
In this repo rt, the princo al o f this well kno wn institutio n. 
Dr. Ro bert R. Mo to n, po ints to th adv ancement o f his race alo ng 
v aried lines. 
He states: 
Educatio n, business, relig icti, ho me life, all sho w a dis­ 
tinct impro v ement in all sectio ns o f o ur co untry . 
Neg ro es 
are buy ing ho mes mo re rapidly tlan ev er befo re. Neither pub­ 
lic no r priv ate scho o ls can acco nmo date the rapid increase in 
attendance. 
In ev ery city o f aiy size there iseto be fo und 
a distinct neg ro business sectio n, and in the larg er cities there 
is rapid dev elo pment o f tho se ty pes o f bisiness which represent 
co mbinatio ns o f capital. 
Churches are being built mo re rap­ 
idly than the increase o f qualified minisers to direct their ac­ 
tiv ities. 
The impelling fo rce behind all o f this, Dr. Mo rto n finds, is ed­ 
ucatio n. 
There is an ex pressio n o f g ratitide to friends o f the race 
who hav e aided scho o l dev elo pment. 
Bu there is the fact, par­ 
ticularly ev ident in recent y ears, that neg o es themselv es are co n­ 
tributing to the suppo rt o f educatio n. 
Ther co ntributio ns are made 
no t simply in the fo rm o f tax es o n the increased wealth that is be­ 
ing accumulated but in g ifts to bo th publi: and priv ate educatio nal 
institutio ns. 
Other adv ances are to be no ted, especially the g ro wth o f inter­ 
racial g o o d will and co -o peratio rt. 
But wth all o f these pro g ress in 
educatio n has been a v ital facto r. 
Much remains to be do ne. 
Dr. 
Mo to n is co nscio us o f the fact that the millennium is far ahead. 
But the big acco mplishment has been in clearing the way no t o nly 
to further material pro g ress but to o ther io rms o f well-being , no t the 
least o f which is k g ro wth o f understandng between the races.
